|. The estimates of employment given in Tables 2 and 3 are derived from three main sources :— 
(a) monthly employment in factories, as recorded in the annual factory censuses; 
(b) monthly returns from governmental authorities; and 
(c) monthly returns supplied by employers for purposes of Commonwealth pay-roll taxation. 


These are supplemented by some other direct records of monthly employment (e.g. hospitals) and by estimates 
of the number of employees outside the scope of the main sources. 


The numbers of factory employees shown for months subsequent to June, 1959 are estimates which are subject 
to revision in the light of the results of the factory census for 1959-60. 


2. Workers in rural industry, females in private domestic service, members of the full-time defence forces at 
home or abroad, and National Service Trainees in camp are excluded. 


_3. The estimates are designed to measure monthly trends in employment in the defined field. They are 
compiled on an establishment or enterprise basis, and therefore do not cover exactly the same area of industry as the 
industry tabulations compiled on the occasion of a population census from the schedules provided by individuals.

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4. Employment in Larger Private Factories, New South Wales 


In order to provide a prompt indication of the trend of employment in private factories, a survey of employment 
in 736 of the larger private factories in New South Wales is made at the end of each month, by joint arrangement 
between the Secretary of the Department of Labour and National Service and the Commonwealth Statistician. 
Approximately half of total factory employment is covered by the collection, the results of which are usually available 
one month earlier than particulars of total factory employment shown in Table 3.
